The liberals 
claim they will make a clean sweep in Que- 
bec, and have a majority in all the eastern 
provinces, while they also expect to gain 
two seats in Manitoba and perhaps two in 
the Territories. No doubt the government's 
majority will be considerably reduced and if 
the liberals win it will be by asmall majority.

The tidings of the dissolution of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada has been received by the 
people of Alberta with surprise and disap- 
pointment; surprise at the haste and urgency 
that entails an election here at an inclement 
season of the year when there appeared no 
pressing issues upon the political horizon to 
justify a dissolution before the close of the 
constitutional term; disappointment because 
we were by authority of our constitutional 
conditions about tu take a new census which 
we felt assurred would have given a right to 
increased representation in the Canadian 
Parliament But dissolution being now a 
fact, you will be called upon in a few days to 
elect a person worthy in your opinion of the 
honorable distinction of representing ina 
creditable way your wantsand suffrages in 
the House of Commons at Ottawa. 


I have presumed some days ayo to announce 
my purpose to ask your confidence and sup- 
port for the position, feeling that my past 
political training and the discussions that 
have arisen out of our Canadian political 
issue3 in the past, might enable me vo obtain 
sufficiently comprehensive kuowledyge of the 
ever growiig Wants of our new country, and 
enable ime to present them intelligently at 
the seat of Government aud urge their con- 
sideration and relief. I aw a Conservative 
and a supporter of that policy of Sir Johu A. 
Macdonald that has built up the financial 
credit of Canada above the line of the most 
favored of colonial dependeucies, and above 
the mark of many tavored nations, But 
where Conseruative policy or expediency 
clashes with the interests ef Alberta I will 
be ever found “staying” with the interests 
of the people of my district. And asl ve- 
lievea prudent and continued system of im- 
migration, to be an indispensable policy, in

It is 
neither wisdom nor sctatemanship to shuffle 
with questions of the kind, because these 
people happen to be poor and scattered and 
without the agency or means of pressing 
their grievances upon the attention of those 
having poWer to deal with them. 


The policy of hay permits, the right to 
utilize dead or fallen timber, should have a 
good deal of the red tape removed, and be 
remodelled by a policy of common sense. 


Rivers: The liability of all mountain 
streams tu become impassable, and obstruct 
communicetion between our settlers, often 
preventing medical relief, involving life or 
death, demands that bridges be built by the 
Government, whose lands are being made 
valuable by the lmprovetments of the pioneers, 


It is the duty of a representative to go to 
and among his constituents and learn their 
conditions and wants, and not leave these 
enquiries for election times only, 


Gentlemen, inthe wide field of 
matters above outlined there is sutticient 
scope for the efforts of a representative. If, 
from your kuowledge of my character and 
independence, you feel that I imay be en- 
trusted with the performance of these duties, 
in addition to other matters that would 
naturally devolve upon an honest representa- 
tive of your interests, and will give me your 
confidence and vote upon the day of election,
